But Dorothy Thompson rais- 
es the interesting question 
of what l e g a l authority 
there can be for such pun- 
ishment, however richly 
may be deserved. 


Thus, she observes, it has 


become a crime in the con- 
science of mankind to wage 
an aggressive war, but it is 
no crime in law." 
Hitler 


might possibly be tried on 
criminal charges under the 
Weimar 
constitution, still 


existing at least in theory, 
but "a smart lawyer could 
make a persuasive case that 
everything he had done was 
formally legal." 


It will be recalled that at 


the close of the last world 
war, when Kaiser Wilhelm 
was arraigned 
on criminal 


charges of responsibility for 
the great crime, an interna- 
tional tribunal which want- 
ed to hang him finally gave 
up the effort and let him go 
free."It has always been fu- 
tile," says Miss Thompson, 
"to believe 
that 
Fascism 


could be liquidated by the 
forms of law by which we 
try 
ordinary 
criminals in 


constitutional states. A new 
justice has to be born, and_a 
new law created, and it will 
be born in revolutionary tri- 
bun..ls because there are no 
other triDimals." 


Very well. If a 
"revolu- 


tionary tribunal" is needed 
to hand out criminal justice 
to Hitler, when 
the 
time 


comes, it should be created 
and the job done. If there 
ip no such law in the law 
books, then it is time for 
civilized nations to write 
one, and use it for the pun- 
ishment and control of great 
international crimes.

Americans who have been

Here we are getting ( 
on toward the end of Octo- 
ber, without much indica- 
tion of an early German col- 
lapse such as people have 
been led to expect. The im- 
portant 
b o r d e r city of 


Aachen has been captured, 
but only after such a terri- 
fic fight that it had to be 
destroyed in 
the 
process. 


Such operations take many 
men and much material, and 
also use up time. What if 
Germany proved to be doz- 
ens of Aachens, to be reduc- 
ed slowly, with great ef- 
fort? 


There is no reason to be 


pessimistic about the war, 
but it may be wise to make 
a larger allowance for the 
essential element 
of time. 


The Germans might hold out 
strongly enough 
to 
drag 


weeks into months. General 
Eisenhower himself has hint- 
ed at such a possibility. The 
enemy may be all the more 
inclined to fight longer than 
the expected limit, because 
of the punishment assured 
and in the hope that "some- 
thing may turn up."

DELAYED VICTORY 


It is no wonder that, of 


the two wars in which we 
are engaged, interest now 
centers mainly on the Ger- 
mans. 
They 
prove to be 


tougher than the Japs, and 
more 
dangerous. 
Judging 


from their defense at Aach- 
en, they are determined to 
fight bitterly, and 
to 
the 


last German, for every foot, 
of land they yield. In spite 
of the encircling ring of Al- 
lies and their own dwind- 
ling resojrces, they prob- 
ably feel that, with Hitler's 
determination and resource-

chance to win.

groups — the Germans and 
the Allies—may carry

Much water has gone over 


the dam, and passed under 
the ships, since Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, two and a 
half years ago, was obliged 
to flee from Manila at nighl 
in a small boat, to escape 
capture at the hands of the 
Japanese invaders.
